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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Komatsuzaki et al U.S. Patent 6,534,593 in view of Diehl et al U.S. Patent 5,292,819 (all 
references cited by applicants). 

Komatsuzaki discloses radial polystyrene-polyisoprene block copolymer having four 
branches and a process for producing a four-branched polymer with a coupling agent 
having a functionality of 4, column 6, lines 5-46. A four-branched polymer has a 
structural formula (A-B)4X. A process for producing a radial four-branched polymer is 
readable in applicants' claimed process in the present claim 5. 
The difference between the present claims and Komatsuzaki is the requirement in the 
present claims that a four-branched polymer has specified formula (pS-pl)3X-(pB-pl- 
pS). Komatsuzaki does not disclose polybutadiene block (pB) as a part of the specified 
hetero-branched block copolymer structure. 

Diehl discloses a radial block copolymer having formula (pS-pl)nX or (pS-pl-pB)nX, 
column 3, lines 29-67. The integer n can be in the range from above 3 to about 6. 
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Both references do not disclose hetero-branched radial block copolymer. However, 
both reference disclose the anionic living polymerization process. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify a process for 
producing a four-branched block copolymer in Komatsuzaki such that at least one 
branch block has a structure of (pB-pl-pS) block as disclosed Diehl because the 
sequentially charging a specified monomer=butadiene monomer for obtaining the 
desired structure of a block copolymer can be controlled by the desired distribution of 
block polymer in a block copolymer for producing the desired elasticity or rigidity for the 
resulting block copolymer, and, thereby obtain the hetero-branched radial block 
copolymer. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
